SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled The Spanking Interviews No. 1 is classified as: 
Objectionable. 

The publication contains scenes in which females are spanked by a male and his 
female assistant. The females agree to partake in the activity, but seem to be genuine 
in their struggle to escape it as it becomes more severe, and the spankings are strong 
enough to be considered to constitute acts of significant cruelty. The spankings also 
constitute physical behaviour of a degrading nature, and the publication significantly 
degrades the females by depicting them as inferior beings whose struggles and 
discomfort are presented for the sexual titillation of the viewer. Because of the severity 
of the spankings and the sexualised manner in which they are presented, the availability 
of the publication is considered likely to be injurious to the public good. The New 
Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 has been applied, but it is considered that a restriction 
on the publication’s availability is reasonable and demonstrably justified given this 
likelihood of injury. 
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
